In Court For New Trial 


Appeals from Conviction as 


Wife Slayer and Fights 
Life Sentence

A. Shepard, 59, former suitor of Miss 
Grace Brandon, 23-year-old San Au- 
tonio, Texas, typist, faced a Battle 
for liberty today against his convic- 
tion as a. wife slayer. 


In TopeUa's federal building, where 


an indictment last April brought Ma- 
jor Shepard to trial charged with 
poisoning his second wife, Zenana, a 
court was ready to write a new 
chapter in the drama which a. jury 
has decided shall end with life im- 
prisonment. 


The army medical officer convicted 


Dec, 22 in federal court at Kansas 
City, Kas., and since under ?20.000 
bond, was called before Judge Rich- 
ard J. Hopkins for sentencing. His 
counsel seeks a new trial or granting 
of an appeal motion. 


Miss Brandon, a pretty blonde, toM 


a federal grand jury here last year 
of her relations with Major Shepard 
leading to a first degree murder in- 
dictment. 


Seven months later a jury of Kan- 


sas men upheld the charge, but spec- 
ified capital punishment should not 
be imposed. Miss Brandon was 
a 


witness for the government, which 
alleged Shepard sought the death of 
his second wife to be free to marry 
the stenographer. Mrs. Shepard di' 1 
in June, 1929, at Fort Riley, Kas., 
where her husband was stationed;

Change In 
Schools Is 
Frowned On 


BY ANGBLO PATKI 


One of the chief causes of retarda- 


tion in the city schools is the num- 
ber of schools a child attends In a 
brief time. There are unfortunate 
children who have been in as many 
as eight schools in a year. Of 
course that means no work of any 
worth in any school. From there 
the number of different schools runs 
down to one each term. 


Going to school is not just a mat- 


ter of entering a name on the rolls 
and having a child in a bench. 
School is not merely a matter of 
lesson routine and habit. It is en- 
vironment and a great educational 
power. The child must adjust him- 
self to many conditions and to many 
people in this environment and that 
is a severe strain upon him. 


It takes time for a child to take 


root in a new school. 
Every thing 


is strange—teachers' faces, teachers' 
voices, teachers' mannerisms. Do 
you know that it is difficult for a 
child to hear a new voice? Some 
times a child is in a class for a week 
or more before his ear can catch the 
words and meaning of the teacher. 
It is not that the teacher is not 
speaking his language, nor that she 
is not talking distinctly. It is that 
the ears of the child must adjust 
themselves to the new voice. 


Multiply that one difficulty by the 


number of new teachers who speak 
to a child and you will have- one 
reason for his being marked defi- 
cient the first few weeks he is in the 
new school. Then he moves along to 
another school and again he must 
adjust himself and again he must 
have time and again he gets a poor 
rating. By this time he has settled 
down to a certain hopelessness. He 
can't get a good mark. He can't have 
any fun in school. He is an outsider 
and a failure. 
Those who stay a little longer in 


each school get a start. They have 
sunk the first thread-like rods down 
into their environment and are pro- 
ceeding to grow a -bit. The teacher 
says, "Yes, I am happy to say he is 
improving. He is getting better 
marks in everything this month." 
And then the family moves and the 
feeble roots with their 
resultant 


growths are broken. There must be 
a fresh start in the new school. This 
'frequent 
uprooting 
cheeks 
the 


growth of the child and lie -will be 
handicapped all his school life by it. 


There are times when the family 


has to move. If the school which 
the child has been attending is with- 
in reaching distance and the condi- 
tions permit, keep the child in the 
school he started in and keep his 
growth continuous. It is not always 
possible, but people .ought to consid- 
er this matter very gravely for it in- 
volves serious handicaps " for 
the 


children. 
If a child is not doing -well in a 


school, if he-makes no progress and 
the teachers speak no good of him, 
nor he of them, it 5s time to look 
about for ano'ther school.

West Dies In Arizona 


Tucson, Ariz. —(IF)— A sheriff of 


the early 
west, Col. "William A. 


Breckenrldge, 84, who lived through 
the deadly days of the 80s by his 
skill with a six gun and bravery In 
battles with desperadoes of 
the 


plains, is dead. 


The aged peace officer, whose life 


since he ran away from his "Wiscon- 
sin home at 16 was filled with years 
of fighting, died Saturday. 
He was 


operated on for appendicitis five 
weeks ago and apparently was re- 
covering. Most of his late- years had 
been spent in Los Angeles and CM- 
pago. 


He was author of "Helldorado," a 


book based largely upon his experi- 
ences as a sheriff in the turbulent 
mining days of Tombstone, Ariz. The 
preface to the book said of him: 


"He -was a sheriff of the best type, 


quiet, soft spoken and fearless. He 
captured many murderers, 
horse 


thieves and train robbers, but al- 
ways preferred to take long chances 
instead of slaying." 


From the quiet woods of his home 


at Watertown, "WIs., where he was 
born Dec. 25, 1846, he fell into a 


fe replete with thrilling episodes. 
Ie was in turn a soldier in tho 
Civil war, a railroad worker, a fight- 
er of Indians in Colorado, organ- 


of) vigilantes, prospector, one of 


tie band which trailed Geronimo, 
otorious Apache chieftain, hunter 
f outlaws and railroad detective. 
He ran away from homo in 1862 
nd became a soldier in the Civil 
var. Three years after the war he 
trayed to Colorado, where he fig- 
red in numerous skirmishes with 
ndians, helped to build a railroad 
nd then wen,t to Montana. 
Several years later he struck out 
or the southwest and fought

'ay through the Apache country to 
'rescott and Phoenix, Ariz, For a 
me he was a deputy sheriff

'hoenix, but "word of the Schiefflin 
old strike at Tombstone lured him
